No man is discharged until his pen- 
sion is reduced to the lowest minim- 
um. Some men are held for as long 
as two years after their return, draw- 
ing full pay and allowances, until such 
times as their disability reaches a 
more or less permanent or chronic 
form, enabling a correct estimation of 
their disability to be made. Immed- 
iately on his discharge he draws what 
is known as “post discharge pay for 
three months payable monthly in ad- 
vance. This amounts to $100.10 for 
an unmarried private and $175.10 for a 
married private, other ranks in pro- 
portion. This is in order to enable 
the man to settle down in civilian life 
and to prevent any question of hard- 
ship arising after his discharge and 
prior to his obtaining civilian employ- 
ment. Should a man take sick after 
his discharge, he can apply to the 
medical board of the district, and if he 
needs further care he is reattested and 
draws pay and allowances the same 
as he drew prior to his discharge. 
If he is not sufficiently ill to require 
retention in hospital, he is treatel at 
ence while under treatment. If it is an 
emergency case and the man is taken 
ill and is unable to appear before the 
medical board, he can go direct to hos- 
pital leaving all adjustments 
made later, when he is reattested as 
on date on which he was admitted to 
the hospital. Further if a man is 
disabled to such an extent as to be un- 
able to follow his former employment 
he can on request obtain a course in 
vocational training which will fit him 
to enter some other line where his 
disability will not be felt to any yreat 
extent. During this course,

LAURIER’S SHAME 


Four men dead and many others 
wounded is the net results of the first 
clash between the authorities and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s constituents in Que- 
bec city over the enforcement of the 
Military Service Act.

Where was Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, leader of the French 
Canadian people and self admitted up- 
holder of law and order?

‘The 
premier departed from Paris for the 
front today, and learned of Count 
Czernin’ speech on his arrival there. 

Amsterdam, April 3—Count Czern- 
in, the Austria Hungarian foreign mi- 
nister, addressing a delegation from 
the Vienna City council, which waited 
on him Tuesday in connection with 
what the burgomaster termed “the ag- 
gravated distress of the population,” 
which is closely connected with the 
general situation said: 

“With the conclusion of peace with 
Rumania, the war in the east is end- 
ed. Before, however,. turning to in- 
dividual peace treaties, and discussing 
them in detail, I would like to revert 
to the declaration of the president of 
the United States, in which he replied 
to the speech delivered by me on Jan- 
uary 24. 

“In many parts of the world Presi- 
dent Wilson’s speech was interpreted 
as an attempt to drive a wedge be- 
tween Vienna and Berlin. I do not be- 
lieve that because I have too high an 
opinion of the president of the United 
States and his outlook as a statesman 
to believe him capable of such a way 
of thinking. President Wilson is no 
more able to ascribe dishonorable ac- 
tion to us than we to him. 

“President Wilson does not desire to 
separate Vienna from Berlin, and he 
knows, too, that would be infpossible. 
President Wilson says to himself, 
however that Vienna is more favor- 
able soil for sowing the seed for a gen- 
eral peace. Perhaps he says to him- 
self that the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy has the good fortune to posses 
a ruler who sincerely and honestly de- 
sires a general peake, but who will 
never commit a breach of faith or con- 
clude a dishonorable peace, and that 
behind the emperor or king, there are 
55,000,000. 

“President Wilson says also, per- 
haps to himself, that the united mass 
represents a force which is not to be 
under estimated and that this honest 
and strong desire for peace which 
binds the monarchies governments and 
people of both states is capable of be- 
ing the bearer of that great idea in 
the service of which he has _ placed 
himself. ; 

“T can. only say that I esteem it 
high'y that the German Char.cellor, in 
his excellent speech of February 25, 
took the words out of my mouth by 
declaring that four principles develop- 
ed in President Wilson’s speech of Feb 
ruary 11 formed a basis upon which a 
general peace could be discussed. IJ

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SECOND PHASE OF BIG BATTLE OVER 


London, April 8—The seeond phase of the great battle along 
the Somme, which the Germans began on Thursday last, has 
died down. It lasted less than three days, and the fighting has 
resolved itself into more or less isolated engagements in which 
the French and British Allies have more than held their own. 

The attention of Germany for the present is maitily directed 
at the lower end of the battle zone, which apparently they are 
attempting to enlarge for the purpose of getting elbow room 
in which to move their vast masses of troops. 

Meanwhile, General Foch, the eommander in chief of the Al 
lies, is biding his time, meeting the Germans assaults with pow 
erful resistance and here and there conforming his lines to the 
necessities of the battle. It is confidently stated at Paris that 
Foeh will not be drawn into any false move— Where each move 
is of such vital importanee—but will strike 
at the moment chosen by hin. 

There may be some significanee to the report that the German 
emperor, after a conferenee on the western front on Saturday 
with his ehiefs, von Hindenburg and von Ludendorff, intends 
to proceed to Roumania. At the outset of the great German of 
fensive, When it was sweeping Allies forees before it, notwith- 
standing their tenacious resistanee, Emperor William, it was 
announced officially from Berlin, was in supreme command. 
That announcement was regarded at the time as evidence that 
the emperor expected a complete and decisive victory, 
then, however, British and Freneh and American 
ments have come up. 

The British on Sunday engaged in sharp local fighting at var- 
ious points and repulsed German counter-attacks. They also 
drove off by artillery fire two German attacks launched in the 
vicinity of Buequoy. 

West of Noyon a German detachment which had gained a 
foothold in the French lines was foreed out by a counter attack. 
Another attack at Grivesnes was repulsed, but the German eff- 
orts along the Oise to enlarge their previous gains were contin- 
ued in the sector between Chauny and Barisis. Here the Freneh 
commander deemed it advisable to withdraw to positions pre- 
viously prepared and these are being held strongly. 

The offieial communication from German headquarters deals 
with the events of Saturday when strong British infantry for- 
ces stormed the German positions around Peaumont-Hamer and 
Albert and Freneh divisions ‘‘brought up from other fronts,’ 
attacked the enemy on the western bank of the Avre. These 
engagements, according to the German report resulted in fail- 
ure for the allies. 

On the other hand Field Marshall Haig's report says tiat a 
German attack on the British lines opposite Albert were repul- 
sed and that British counter attacks in Avery Wood placed the 
British in positions formerly held by them. 

German troops are still being poured into Finland, end al- 
though the Russian Authorities have made no formal protest, 
they have notified the German government that exception is ta- 
ken to the violation by Germany of the Brest-Litovsk treaty 
guaranteeing the security of the Russian fleet and naval stores 
in Finnish waters.

Get After the 
Gophers Now 


Gophers destroy millions of bushels 
of wheat each year. Mogt farmers 
will agree that gophers can and will 
destroy a bushel of grain each. The 
scarcity of grain and the high prices 
make this a more serious matter than 
ever before. With wheat at $2.21; oats 
at $1.00; barely at $2.00 and rye at 
$3.00 per bushel, we cannot afford to 
have gophers running away with it. 
There are not less than 10,000,000 
gophers in Alberta. If half of them 
are working in the fields the loss of 
five million bushels, which means 10 
million dollars or more. To prevent 
waste is to produce. 


The gopher is the enemy of produc- 
tion. Get the gophers and help pro- 
duction. The sprigg is early—begin 
early. April is the month to get the 
gophers. They are hungry and have 
no food. Feed them poison. 

Those wishing to make their own 
poisoned baits may prepare them in 
the following ways. 

“Mix one ounce of strychnine and 
one ounce of baking soda. Sift into 
three quarters pint of thin hot starch 
paste (clear.) Add one-quarter pint 
of corn syrup and a tablespoonful of 
glycerine and stir. Add one-eighth 
ounce of saccharine and stir. 

“Pour the above over 20 quarts of 
clean oats to coat thoroughly, and 
let stand a day or two. Then place 
one tablespoonful per hole on firm 
clear ground—April and May—before 
the new brood appears. One quart 
does 60 holes, 20 quarts does 1,200 
holes; $1.00. Labor, 10 acres per hour 
100 acres per day. Total per acre 3 
cents. Ten grains of oats the 
cheek peuches kills the gopher.” 

“Dissolve one ounce of strychnine 
or sulphate of strychnine in one quart 
of vinegar to which has been added 
one quart of hot water. Stir with a 
stick until all the strychnine is dissolv 
ed, boiling if necessary. Add one Ib 
of sugar or one pint of molasses, and a

teaspoonful of oil of anise. Pour the 
hot solution over half a bushel of 
wheat, and, if necessary add water 


to just cover the wheat Let the grain 


stand for 24 hours, and if the solution 


is still unabsorbed, add a handful of 
shorts and stir the whole mixture well 
Put a tablespoonful of the moist 
mixture well into the entrance of cach

WILSON ACCEPTS CHALLENGE! 


Baltimore, Md., April 7—In a speech 
here on Saturday night, President 
Wilson said he accepted Germany’s 
challenge that the issue between the 
| Central powers and their enemies must 
be settled by force. 

“Germany has once more said force 
alone shall decide whether justice and 
peace shall reign in the affairs of men. 
Whether right as America conceives 
it or dominion as she conceives it, 
shall determine the destinies of man- 
kind,” said President Wilson. 

“ There is, therefore, but one re- 
sponse possible from us--force, force 
to the utmost, force without stint or 
limit, the righteous force which shall 
make right the law of the world and 
cast every selfish dominion in the 
dust.” 

The president said he was “willing 
to discuss at any time a fair, just and 
honest peace, sincerely proposed---a 
peace in which strong and weak shall 
fare alike. 

“But the answer,” he said ‘‘when 
I proposed such a peace came from 
German commanders in Russia and I 
cannot mistake the meaning of the 
answer. 

“They are enjoying in Russia,” the 
president declared, “a cheap triumph 
in which no brave or gallant nation 
can long take pride. A great people, 
helpless by their own act, lies for the 
time at their mercy. Their fair pro- 
fessions forgotten. They nowhere 
set up for justice, but everywhere im 
pose their power and exploit every 
thing for their own use and aggyran 
dizement; and the people of the con 
quered provinces are invited to be free 
under their dominion. 

“Are we not justified in 
that they would do the same things 


belleving 


at their western front if they were 
not face to face with armies whom 
their countless divisions cannot over 
come?”

HAIL INSURANCE LAW 


The hail insurance law of the prov- 
ince is beiny amended at this session 
ot the legisiature. It is provided that 
the liability of a company under a 
contract commences on the “ay on 
which the application is accepted by 
the head oi branch oijfice and shall 
expire at noon on the 15th day of Sep- 
ember unless a later date provided 
in the contract. Should the insur- 
ed crop be cut before the date of ex- 
piry the liability of the company 
ceases when the grain is cut. Unless 
an application for insurance is de- 
clined by a company within forty 
eight hours of the receipt of the app- 
lication the company shall be deemed 
to have accepted the application, It is 
provided that on the face of every po- 
licy of hail insurance there shall ap- 
pear the name of the insurer, the name 
of the insured, the name of the person 
or persons to whom the insurance com- 
pany is payable, the premium or other 
consideration for the insurance, the 
insurer contracts to pay, the event in 
the happening of which payment is 
to be made, the term of the insurance 
and the name and address of the com- 
pany’s head office or branch office or 
general agency in the province. A 
number of general provisions are also 
added to the act which are to be ap- 


plicable to companies hereafter in- 

corporated by the legislature

Ottawa, April 4.—Notice of amend- 
ments to the women’s franchise bill 
was given in the house of commons 
tonight by R. L. Borden. Under the 
bill as presented to the house the 
franchise granted women in certain 
provinces would be wider than that al- 
ready possesed by men. The amend- 
ment seeks to remove the difference. It 
provides that the qualification of wo- 
men shall be the same as would en- 
title any person to vote at a Domin- 
ion election in the province in which 
women seek to vote.

Just one-sixth of this big war cost 
has been raised by taxation and other 
ordinary sources of revenue and the 
balance has come from sale of Liberty 
bonds and certificates of indebted- 
ness.

A. Gilmour Brings Coyote 
| Menace Before the House 


Edmonton, April 4—A. Gilmour of 
Lacombe, objected to the house last 
night to a deficit of $5,000 in the Live- 
Stock Encouragement. Act to make 
good a loss in the administration of the 


act. Mr. Gilmour thought that the 
people of the province as a whole were 
being asked to bear part of the admin- 
istration which’ should have’ gone 
rightly to those benefiting by the act, 
many of whom were well able to fi- 
nance themselves. 

Hon. C. W. Cross, atorney gener- 
al thought that even if the agricul- 
tural department spent $100,000 for 
the administration of the act, it would 
be justifiied as the measure was one 
of the best ever put through in the 
province. As an investment the finan- 
cing of the new settler to acquire live- 
stock could not be excelled. 

Premier Stewart took similar ground 
asserting that the act helped the poor 
farmer who had no credit at the bank 
to remain on his homestead. 

These remarks were brought ab- 
out by the argument of A. Gilmour 
that if farmers got money under the 
act at the same rate it was obtained 


from the banks by the government, 
they should be prepared to bear a 
small administration charge. Fred 
Davis, Gleichen, recalled when the act 
was first read that $1.00 per head of 
cattle had been allowed to cover ad- 
ministration charges. If that were in- 
sufficient, it should have been increa- 
sed to meet the charges. James Weir 
'Nanton thought it would be all right 
for the province to stand the admin- 
istration charge if the act benefited 
poor farmers only but he suspected 
that many persons well able to finan- 
ce themselves were being assisted und- 
er the act. 

Mr. Gilmour also started quite an ar- 
gument over the subject of coyote de- 
predations in the province, being of the 
|opinion that the department of agric- 
culture should take vigorous steps to 
stamp out the beasts either by poison 
or some other method. Mr. Marshall 
responded that all the states of the un- 
ion bordering nerthwest Canada had 
been fighting coyotes for years, trying 
every possible method, and that the 
beasts seemed to be as numerous as 
ever. It was a difficult problem to 
deal with. 
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Soldiers Will Get 
Best Homeésteads 


Ottawa, April 4—The order-in-coun- 
cil making reservations of Dominion 
lands for returned soldiers under the 
Returned Soldier Settlement act, has 
been approved by the council, pursuant 


to the recommendation of Hon. Mr. 
Meighen, minister of the interior. It 
is of interest to all returned men 
throughout the Dominion who desire 
to go on the land. 

It is provided that all vacant and 
available lands within approximately 
15 miles on either side of a railway, 
districts where there are sufficient ay- 
ailable lands to warrant reservation, 
shall be reserved for the purpose of 
the Soldiers Settlement Act. This ap- 
plies to the lines of the railway in 
Norther Alberta, where are situated 
the bulk of the best remaining home- 
stead lands. A line is drawn along 
the township lines approximately 15 
miles from the railway on each side 
making a belt of 30 miles in width 
within which all remaining vacant 
lands are held for the returned sol- 
diers. 

Fully Effective 

The reservation is effective against 
all applicants for entries on Domin- 
ion lands, except returned soldiers 
who ‘have their ordinary homestead 
right, and except as to existing rights 
prior to the reservation. A returned 
soldier who has not exhausted his hom- 
stead right may make ordinary home- 
stead entry in the above reserved areas 
as if reservation had not been made 
Soldier entries under the Soldier 
Settlement |. act will be allowed 
as soon as the regulations under that 
act have been completed and passed 
by council. 

Other Reservations 

Elsewhere in Alberta Saskatchew- 
an and Manitoba, no continuous areas 
or belts of land are sub-reserved, as 
there are no considerable tracts of va- 
cant land contiguous to railways suit- 
able for homestead purposes, although 
there is good land somewhat removed 
from existing lines; but the individ- 
ual reservations are blocks, parcels, 
or quarter sections of land anywhere 
throughout the settled portions of 
the prairie provinces adjacent to the 
railways is provided wherever they can 
be located. All entries throughout 
the western provinces which in the 
past few months have been cancelled 
or abandoned as homesteads, or can 
celled grazing leases or lands coming 
out of reserve, except where rights ha-

All agents of Dominion lands are 
further instructed that within 15 
miles of a railway any vacant Domin- 
ion lands which, in his opinion or op- 
inion of the homestead inspector, are 
suitable for soldier settlement, are to 
be placed on reservation.

no person shall own oF Hold meats 
lard or oleomargarine in greater quan- 
tities than are reasonably necessary to 
supply the dealers’ own  Oanadian 
trade requirements for a period of 60 
days unless permission in writing is 
first obtained from the Food Board. 

No person will be permitted, after 
December 1 in each year, to own or 
hold more eggs than aré necessary 
to supply his own Canadian trade re 
quirements until March 1 of the fol- 
lowing year. 

On March 1, he must not have more 
than sufficient for 15 days’ require- 
ments. 

Holdings of butter are similarly lim- 
ited to the quantities necessary to 
supply the dealer’s trade requirements 
until May 1 in each year, on which 
date he must not have more than suf- 
ficient for 15 days requirements. 

With cheese holdings are limited to 
requirements during the period of 
scant production, that is, until June 1 
in each year, on which date the deal- 
er must not have more than 30 days’ 
supply. This extra holding is per- 
mitted so that reasonable supply or 
old cheese may be available for the 
Canadian market, 

Holdings of poultry must not ex- 
ceed the dealer’s own Canadian mar- 
ket requirements until September 1 
in each year on which date the dealer 
must not have more than 30 days’ sup- 
ply. 

Similar restrictions are imposed on 
holdings of canned or condensed, ev- 
aporated or powdered milk, the period 
of scant production for the purpose 
of order expiring on May 1, in ecch 
year, on which date no dealer may 
have more than sufficient for 30 days’ 
requirements. 

Produce definitely subject to the or- 
der of purchasing agents of Great Bri- 
tain or her Allies may be held in ad- 
dition to the requirements as limited 
above. 

Violation of these regulations or ob- 
struction of any officer enforcing or 
carrying out of any of the provisions 
of these regulations makes the offen- 
der liable to a fine of not less than $100 
and not more than $1000, to imprison- 
ment for three months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment. The food board 
also has power to cancel the license 
of any dealer who does not comply 
with the regulations. 

In case proceedings are instituted at 
the instance of any municipality or 
municipality officers, the fine shall be 
paid to the treasurers of such muni- 
cipality. When instituted by provin- 
cial authority, the fine shall go to the 
provincial treasury.

ALLIED LOSSES ARE PLACED 

AT 125,000; HUNS LOSE 400,000 

Washington, April 3.—Figures rea- 
ching here as to the allied losses in 
the bitter days just closed in Piccar- 
dy indicate that British and French 
casualties have been unexpectedly light 
in view of the scope of the action. 
The estimate heard, although its ac- 
curacy is open to doubt, fixes the to- 
tal, including prisoners at between 
125,000 and 130,000 for the 12 days of 
ceasless battle along the 55 mile front. 
This is to be compared, if correct 
with French estimates of 350,000 to 
450,000 Germans killed wounded or 
captured during the same _ period. 
The bulk of the German losses were 
dead and wounded men, as there have 
been no claims from the allies of hav- 
ing captured any great number of 
the enemy, although some thousands 
undoubtedly were taken.

Hon, A. J. McLean declared the | 
case had never been brought to his at 
tention before, and said he would in- 
vestigate it. He asserted that in cas- | 
es where a hardship was inflicted, the 
government frequently returned the 
money to the dependents of such per- 
sons. However the ministers would 
not make a definite statement of pol- 
icy on the subject though he was re- 
peatedly urged to do so.

DRAFT THE QUEBEC 
RIOTERS INTO THE 
ARMY IMMEDIATELY | 


Quebec, April 3—When Judge Lan- 
gelier took his seat in the court of 
special sessions of the peace this mor- 
ning to conduct the preliminary hear- 
ing into the case against 62iqnen arres- 
ted in connection with the rioting here 
Monday night, it was announced that 
none of the pirisoners had been releas- 
ed from the citadel by t*.c inilitary. 

Gen. Lessard announced that the | 
men under arrest are to be categor- 
ized—that is, examined to see if they 
come under the Military Service act, 
and that until this work is completed 
the men will not be turned over to 
the civil authorities. 

Judge Langelier adjourned the cases 
till this afternoon and intimated that 
he would communicate with the de- 
partment of justice at Ottawa for in- 
structions. 

Sixty-one of the prisoners are men 
whose homes are in Quebec. Two of 
them bear English rames. Many of 
the men detained coe under military 
Service act. They will be examined 
by the military doctors, and if found 
fit will be incorporated in the army. 

The failure of the rioters to continue 
their disturbances last night has re- 
lieved the tension here, though the 
general feeling is that further trouble 
will develop. The disposition of the 
prisoners held at the citadel is a matter 
that can be used by provocateurs to 
incite the people. 

Pilgrimages are being organized to 
the chapel of Notre Dame de Lourdes | 
to pray for peace in the city. 

A number of other men were 
ted today for carrying concealed wea- 
pons.
